UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA DECREE NO. 1 - 

IMPLYING NO ACTION IS IMMINENT, UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA 
MACBRIDE SAID HE IS STILL DEVELOPING LEGAL SUPPORT IN 
VARIOUS NATIONS FOR COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA DECREE NO. 1, PRIOR 
TO PROVOKING A TEST CASE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -OURTEL 311) 

SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON RHODESIA - 

TANZANIANS INDICATED THAT U.S.-PROPOSED ALTERNATIVE WORDING 
OF OPERATIVE PARAGRPH 1(C) OF DRAFT RESOLUTION ON RHODESIA 
ISNOT ACCEPTABLE TO THEM, THAT THEY WILL STICK TO ORIGINAL 
TEXT, AND THAT THEY WOULD NOT MIND IF RESOLUTION IS ADOPTED 
WITH U.S. ABSTENTION. LATER, THEY SID THAT IN VIEW OF HMG'S 
INABILITY TO COME UP WITH POLICY CONCERNING FRANCHISES AND 
TRADE NAMES, DEBATE ON RHODESIA HAS BEEN POSTPONED UNTIL UK 
IS MORE FORTHCOMING. BRITISH TOLD US THEY DOUBTED IT

MIDDLE EAST PEACE CONFERENCE - 

SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM SENT IDENTICAL LETTERS TO SECRETARY 
KISSINGER AND FOREIGN MINISTER GROMYKO, AS CO-CHAIRMEN OF 
THE MIDDLE EAST PEACE CONFERENCE, STRESSING NECESSITY OF 
ACTIVELY PURSUING GOAL OF A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST AND STATING HE WOULD BE GRATEFUL TO RECEIVE 
ANY INDICATION OF THEIR THINKING ON WAYS OF MAKING 
PROGRESS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - OURTEL 300) 

SWITZERLAND AND THE UNITED NATIONS - 

SWISS DEPUTY OBSERVER SAID THAT IN LIGHT OF ANTI-ZIONIST 
RESOLUTION AND OTHER 30TH GA ACTIONS, HE ANTICIPATED THAT 
GROUP OF PROMINENT SWISS, WHO TWO YEARS AGO INFORMALLY VOTED 
ROUGHLY 45-5 IN FAVOR OF SWISS APPLICATION FOR FULL UN 
MEMBERSHIP, NOW WILL RECOMMEND ROUGHLY 45-5 AGAINST SWISS 
APPLICATION AT THIS TIME. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 313) 

UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL - 

ON JANUARY 21 THE CUBAN DELEGATE REAFFIRMED TO THE 
GOVERNING COUNCIL CUBA'S INTEREST IN HAVING THE JUNE 1976 
SESSION OF THE UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL HELD IN HAVANA. 

SINCE THEN MEXICO, SOMALIA AND NIGER HAVE SUPPORTED THE CUBAN 
INVITATION. THE U.S. DELEGATION CALLED ATTENTION TO THE 
CONSIDERABLE IMPORTANCE OF THE DECISION TO BE TAKEN AND SID 
THE COUNCIL SHOULD CONSIDER THE MATTER VERY CAREFULLY. THE 
SOVIET DELEGATE THEN NOTED IT WAS ENTIRELY IN KEEPING WITH 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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UNDP RULES AND PROCEDURES THAT CUBA SHOULD HOST THE MEETING, 
AND MEXICO FULLY SUPPORTED THE INVITATION OF ITS "SISTER 
REPUBLIC". (THE ITEM IS EXPECTED TO COME UP JANUARY 30.)

UNEP EXECUTIVE DIRECTORSHIP - 

AT MEETING OF WESTERN EUROPEANS AND OTHERS, AUSTRALIANS 
REAFFIRMED THEIR INTEREST IN SEEKING WEO SUPPORT FOR MCMICHAEL’S 
APPOINTMENT AS UNEP EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR. ALTHOUGH THEY 
INDICATED THEY IFORMALLY RECEIVED POSITIVE WEO REACTION, 

FRG (WHICH SUPPORTS MCMICHAEL'S CANDIDACY) WAS ONLY DELEGATION 
TO SPEAK ON CANDIDACY AT THE MEETING. AUSTRALIAN INFORMATION 
IS THAT LATINS ARE NOT PLANNING TO FIELD A CANDIATE AND THAT 
INCUMBENT TOLBA (EGYPT) DOES NOT INTEND TO SEEK EXTENSION 
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OF HIS CURRENT TERM. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE --OURTEL 317)

SECURITY COUNCIL - NAMIBIA 

STATEMENTS ON NAMIBIA WERE MADE IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
JANUARY 28 BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF ROMANIA, CHINA, 

JAPAN, LIBERIA, POLAND, INDONESIA AND SAUDI ARABIA. 

IN ADDITION, THERE WAS A SERIES OF HEATED SOVIET-CHINESE 
EXCHANGES OVER ANGOLA. THE PRESIDENT STATED THAT OTHERS 
ASKING TO PARTICIPATE IN THE DISCUSSION INCLUDE CUBA, INDIA, 

JORDAN AND MALI. THE DEBATE WILL CONTINUE AT TWO MEETINGS 
JANUARY 29, AND DELEGATIONS LISTED TO SPEAK INCLUDE THE 
SOVIET UNION, GUYANA, FRANCE, ITALY, BENIN, KUWAIT, PAKISTAN, 

PANAMA AND TENTATIVELY, THE U.S. 

ROMANIA - DATCU CRITICIZED SOUTH AFRICA'S BANTUSTAN 
POLICY, CALLED FOR ELECTIONS UNDER UN SUPERVISION, CHARGED 
THAT THE TERRITORY WAS BEING MILITARIZED, FAVORED AN IMMEDIATE 
WITHDRAWAL OF SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS FROM ANGOLA, SUPPORTED 
SWAPO, AND SAID THAT A NEW SC RESOLUTION SHOULD TAKE EFFECTIVE 
STEPS TO ENSURE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF PAST UN RESOLUTIONS. 

CHINA - LAI YA-LI CHARGED THAT ONE SUPERPOWER IS SUPPORTING 
THE RACIST REGIME AND UNDERMINING THE NATIONAL LIBERATION 
MOVEMENT, WHILE THE OTHER IS STEPPING UP ITS FRENZIED 
CONTENTION WITH THE FORMER IN ORDER TO SEEK STRATEGIC 
AREAS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, SCRAMBLE FOR EUROPE AND INTENSIFY 
ITS GLOBAL DEPLOYMENT FOR WAR. IT WAS ONLY THROUGH LINKING 
THE STRUGGLE AGAINST RACISM WITH THAT AGAINST SUPERPOWER 
INTERFERENCE THAT THE OVERALL SITUATION OF AFRICAN UNITY 
COULD BE PRESERVED AND COMPLETE LIBERATION OF THE CONTINENT 
OF AFRICA ACHIEVED. HE SAID HIS DELEGATION STRONGLY CONDEMNED 
SOUTH AFRICA'S ARMS EXPANSION, WAR PREPARATIONS, REPRESSION, 

AND SENDING OF ITS TROOPS TO INVADE ANGOLA, AND ALSO 
STRONGLY CONDEMNED THAT SUPERPOWER WHICH FLAUNTED THE BANNER OF 
"NATURAL ALLY" OF THE LIBERATION MOVEMENT FOR ITS FRENZIED 
INTERVENTION OF ANGOLA. HE CALLED FOR IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL 
OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS, INCLUDING THOSE FROM SOUTH AFRICA, 

FROM ANGOLA, AND HE DESCRIBED THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE 
AS A FARCE. HIS DELEGATION WAS CONVINCED THAT THE NAMIBIAN 
PEOPLE WOULD STRNGTHEN THEIR UNITY AND LINK THEIR STRUGGLE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AGAINST SOUTH AFRICAN RACISM WITH THAT OF THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE 
AGAINST INTERVENTION AND AGGRESSION BY THE SUPERPOWERS, 
FRUSTRATE THE SUPERPOWER INTRIGUES AND SCHEMES AND FINALLY 
ACHIEVE THE COMPLETE LIBERATION OF NAMIBIA. 

ON A POINT OF ORDER, SOVIET AMB MALIK RECALLED THE SC PRESIDENT 
SAID YESTERDAY THE COUNCIL WAS DISCUSSING NAMIBIA, NOT 
ANGOLA; YET THE CHINESE REPRESENTATIVE WAS SPEAKING 
ABOUT ANGOLA. THE SOVIETS WERE PREPARED TO DISCUSS ANGOLA 
IF IT WAS ON THE AGENDA, BUT MALIK SUGGESTED THE CHINESE 
KEEP TO THE AGENDA ITEM. PRESIDENT SALIM (TANZANIA) 

APPEALED TO ALL MEMBERS TO "EXERCISE MAXIMUM RESTRAINT" IN 
REFERRING TO OTHER MATTERS. LAI, CONTINUING, SAID UN 
RESOLUTIONS SHOULD BE ADHERED TO, SOUTH AFRICAN AUTHORITIES 
MUST IMMEDIATELY END THEIR ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA 
AND LET THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE ACHIEVE THEIR INDEPENDENCE 
FREE FROM OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. 

JAPAN - SAITO WAS DISAPPOINTED BY SOUTH AFRICA'S 
REFUSAL TO COMPLY WITH THE TERMS OF SC RESOLUTION 366, 

AND SAID IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE TO ACCEPT THE CLAIM THAT THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE DECISION REFLECTED THE VIEWS 
FREELY EXPRESSED OF THE ENTIRE POPULATION. HE HOPED A 
RESOLUTION COULD BE ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY PROVIDING FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN A UN REPRESENTATIVE AND THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
GOVERNMENT ON THE DATE, TIME-TABLE, AND MDALITIES OF ELECTIONS, 
WITH EITHER THE COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA OR SYG REPRESENTATIVE 
ASSUMING RESPONSIBILITY FOR SUPERVISING THE ELECTIONS. 

HE WOULD LIKE TO BELIEVE IN THE "SINCERITY AND GOOD FAITH" 

OF SOUTH AFRICA'S TATEMENT, AND HE APPEALED TO SAG TO 
RESPOND FAVORABLY TO THE COURSE HE WAS SUGGESTING. 

LIBERIA - MINIKON, WHO DESCRIBED THE U.S. AS 

LACKADAISICAL, SAID COUNCIL MEMBERS WHO HAD BLOCKED THE PASSAGE 
OF A MEANGINGFUL RESOLUTION SHOULD EXERT THEIR INFLUENCE ON 
SOUTH AFRICA TO UNDERTAKE CONSTRUCTIVE CHANGE. HE URGED 
THE COUNCIL TO SET A DEFINITE TIME-TABLE FOR ELECTIONS IN 
NAMIBIA, UNDER UN SUPERVISION, AND STRESSED THAT THE SC 
MUST NOT ADJOURN WITHOUT GIVING SOME HOPE TO NAMIBIA FOR 
ITS FUTURE. 
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POLAND - JAROSZEK SAID TODAY IT WAS THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF 
ANGOLA THAT THE SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME CHOSE TO INVADE FROM 
THE ILLEGALLY OCCUPIED TERRITORY OF NAMIBIA; TOMORROW 
IT MIGHT BE ANY OTHER COUNTRY. HE REGRETTED A PERMANENT 
MEMBER'S "SLANDERIOUS ATTACKS" AGAINST THE SOVIET UNION, 

AND ACCUSED THAT REPRESENTATIVE OF TAKING 
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SIDES WITH THE RACIST PRETORIA REGIME. HE ALSO SAID THE 
COLLABORATION OF CERTAIN NATO MEMBERS WITH THE RACIST 
REGIME WAS BEHIND THE COUNCIL S FAILURE TO ACT EFFECTIVELY 
AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA LAS YEAR. HE THOUGHT INTENSIFIED PRESSURE 
SHOULD BE BROUGHT TO BEAR ON SOUTH AFRICA TO COMPEL 
IT TO WITHDRAW ITS ILLEGAL ADMINISTRATION AND MEET THE DEMANDS 
IN RESOLUTION 366. 

INDONESIA - MARPAING WAS CRITICAL OF SOUTH AFRICA'S FAILURE 
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AMEMBASSY TOKYO 
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TO IMPLEMENT RESOLUTION 366, AND STRONGLY URGED THOSE NATIONS 
WHICH CONTINUED TO PROVIDE MORAL AND MATERIAL SUPPORT TO 
SOUTH AFRICA TO CEASE DOING SO IMMEDIATELY. HE FAVORED 
ELECTIONS IN NAMIBIA UNDER UN SUPERVISION AND SAID IF THE 
PROPOSAL MET WITH SOUTH AFRICAN INTRANSIGENCE, THE SC WOULD 
HAVE TO CONSIDER ADDITIONAL MEASURES, CONSISTENT WITH THE 
CHARTER, TO SECURE COMPLIANCE WITH RESOLUTION 366. 

SAUDI ARABIA - BAROODY DECLARED THAT AFRICA SHOULD BE LEFT 
TO THE AFRICANS - IN NAMIBIA AND ANGOLA, TOO; WHITE SETTLERS 
IN NAMIBIA HAD TO ADJUST TO THE SITUATION, OR PERHAPS THEY 
COULD MOVE ACROSS THE BORDER TO SOUTH AFRICA. HE THEN READ 
OUT THE TEXT OF HIS 1974 DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD URGE 
SOUTH AFRICA TO TRANSFER AUTHORITY OVER NAMIBIA TO THE UN 
TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL. 

- RIGHTS OF REPLY - 

SOVIET AMB MALIK ASSERTED THAT THE CHINESE STATEMENT SLANDERED 
THE SOVIET UNION IN SUGGESTING IT INTERVENED IN ANGOLAN 
AFFAIRS. THAT STATEMENT REMINDED HIM OF THE ONE BY THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN RACIST YESTERDAY, HE SAID, CHARGING THAT THE 
CHINESE WERE ALLYING THEMSELVES WITH SOUTH AFRICA. 

"NEWSWEEK" HAD REPORTED ON THE ALLIANCE BETWEEN SOUTH AFRICA 
AND CHINA. HE REJECTED WITH CONTEMPT THE INFAMOUS INVENSTIONS 
OF LAI, BOTHA AND MOYNIHAN REGARDING "A SO-CALLED COLONIZATION 
OF AFRICA". THE SOVIET UNION WAS PROUD OF ITS SUPPORT FOR 
THE PEOPLE OF ANGOLA WHO WERE DEFENDING THEIR FREEDOM AND 
INDEPENDENCE. IT HAD HELPED GUINEA BISSAU AND MOZAMBIQUE, 

AND CHINA ITSELF, BUT NONE OF THEM HAD BECOME COLONIES. 

CHINESE REPRESENTATIVE LAI CHARGED THAT THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE 
WAS SLANDERING CHINA IN ORDER TO DIVERT ATTENTION FROM THE 
SOVIET UNION S MISDEEDS. HE DECLARED THAT "SOVIET SOCIAL- 
IMPERIALISM SINGLE-HANDEDLY PROVOKED THE CIVIL WAR IN 
ANGOLA ... AND IS THE ARCH-CRIMINAL UNDERMINING THE UNITY OF 
AN AFRICAN COUNTRY." THE SOVIET UNION WAS INSTIGATING BLACK 
PEOPLE TO FIGHT EACH OTHER, OFFERING THEM MONEY AND GUNS 
AND SENDING FOREIGN TROOPS, AND WAS "PROFITEERING FROM THE 
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PRESIDENT SALIM SAID THAT HE COULD NOT CONFINE THE LIMITS 
OF THE DISCUSSION, BUT AS THE REPRESENTATIVE OF AN AFRICAN 
STATE HE WISHED TO SAY THAT THE AFRICAN COUNTRIES WANTED 
TO HAVE THE DEBATE CONFINED TO NAMIBIA, AND HE MADE AN URGENT 
APPEAL TO CONFINE THE DISCUSSION TO NAMIBIA. 

MALIK CONTENDED THAT PEKING WAS ON THE SIDE OF THE RACISTS 
AND IMPERIALISTS, WHILE THE SOVIET UNION WAS GIVING SUPPORT 
TO THE LEGITIMATE GOVERNMENT OF ANGOLA AT THAT GOVERNMENT'S 
REQUEST. THE SOVIET UNION SUPPORTED A GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL 
UNITY, BUT SUCH A GOVERNMENT HAD BEEN UNDERMINED FROM THE 
OUTSIDE. IN BRIEF COUNTER REPLY, LAI ACCUSED MALIK OF 
EAVSION. (REPEATED INFO ADDIS ABABA, KINSHASA, LUSAKA, 

MOSCOW, PORT LOUIS, USLO PEKING) 

PRESIDENCY OF WORLD FOOD PROGRAM PLEDGING CONFERENCE - 

WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHERS GROUP AGREED TO SUPPORT IAPANESE 
AMB SAITO'S CANDIDACY FOR PRESIDENT OF WORLD FOOD PROGRAM 
PLEDGING CONFERENCE FEBRUARY 4. (OURTEL 318) 

COMMITTEE TO REVIEW UN DISARMAMENT ROLE - 

THE COMMITTEE IANUARY 28 ELECTED BY ACCLAMATION THE FOLLOWING 
EIGHT VICE-CHAIRMEN: BACHROUCH (TUNISIA), BAYANDOR (IRAN), 

BARISH (COSTA RICA), CONSALVI (VENEZUELA), HOLLAI (HUNGARY), 
LONGERSTAEY (BELGIUM), PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) AND YANGO 
(PHILIPPINES). ALFARARGI (EGYPT) WAS ELECTED AS RAPPORTEUR. 

COMMITTEE ON TECHNICAL COOPERATION - 

COMMITTEE ON TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES RECOMMENDED JANUARY 28 THAT THE UNDP ADMINISTRATOR 
BE ASKED TO INTEGRATE SUCH TECHNICAL COOPERATION INTO THE 
REGULAR FRAMEWORK OF UNDP AND TO PROMOTE THE USE OF UNDP 
FUNDS FOR THIS PURPOSE. IT ALSO RECOMMENDED THAT AGANCIES 
PARTICIPATING IN UNDP ACTIVITIES AND EXECUTING ITS PROJECTS 
BE REQUESTED TO GIVE SPECIAL CONSIDERATION TO THE USE OF 
EXPERTS, CONSULTANTS, SUBCONTRACTORS AND EQUIPMENT FROM 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. END UNCLSSIFIED
